The Emperor of Germany Among His 
Bavarian Subjects. 


PRINCE LUITPOLD WARMLY EMBRACED 
BY THE IMPERIAL VISITOR. 


Enthusiastic Demonstration by the People 
of the Bavarian Capital in Honor of 
Their Guest — Russia Making a New 
Loan—Thousands of Pilgrims at Treves 
—Foreign Affairs. 


BERLIN, Sept. 8.—The Emperor of Germany, 
upon his arrival at Munich last night from 
the scene of the Austrian Army maneuvers, 
was recelved with the utmost enthusijgsm 
and respect. As the imperial train ap- 
proached the city tens of thousands of voices 
greeted him with cheers. Emperor William, 
apparently satisfied with the warmth of bis 


reception, quickly alighted from the 
train as it drew up alongside 
the carpeted platform and warmly 
embraced and kissed Prince Luitpold, the 
Regent of Bavaria, who, accompanied by a 
numerous suite, including the Ministers of 
state, was in waiting to to receive the 
imperial traveler. The Emperor then in- 
spected the guard of Wonor, which had 
charge of the rallroadé station, end expressed 
himself as being highly pleased with the 
smart and soldierly bearing of the troops. 
As the Emperor was upon the point of leav- 
ing the station he was met by the Burgomas- 
ter of Munich and the other municipal 
The Burgomaster, after a short 
presente’ him with 
an illuminated address expressing 
the satisfaction of the citizens 
of Munich at the visit of the ruier of Germany 


to the Bavarian capital. The Emperor in 
thanking the municipal authorities for their 
welcome eddress said that he desired to 
assure them that he would leave Munich with 
pleasant memories of his sojourn among the 
citizens. The Emperor also remarked that 
whatever might be said of his activity it was 
due toa sense of his proper duty and obliga- 
tion tothe Empire. Referring to the peace of 
Europe, Emperor William said that he would 
be grateful to his high allies {fhe was sup- 
ported in his efforts to preserve peace. 
A BRILLIANT SCENE. 

The streets leading up to the castle were 
arched and festooned with flowers, hung 
with fags and danners and most brilliantly 
(Hiuminated. Every window along the route 
was flied with enthusiastic Bavarians, who 
heartily and loyally cheered the young 
kaiser, Who came in such a friendly, dipio- 
matic manner as their guest and not as 
Emperor of Germany.’’ to witness the 
manehvers ofthe Bavarian Army. The re- 
gent and the Emperor were also heartily 
welcomed and applauded by the throngs lin- 
ing the streets and occupying every point 
from which the procession could be viewed 
with advantage. About the royal 
castles an immense crowd of people 
was gathered and there the same enthusias- 
tically loyal reception was accorded ta the 
imperial traveler and his host. The cheering 
continued long after the Emperor, Prince 
Lultpold and their suites had disappeared 
within the castle gates, and from one end to 
the other could be heard the explosions of 
countless rockets and other Greworks. In 
fact to such an extent did the good people of 
Munich carry their loyal welcome that after 
the Emperor had retired to his appartments 
inthe castle their renewed demonstrations 
caused him to gratify them by appearing 
several times upon the balcony of his recep- 
tion room, and bowing, smiling and pleased, 
to the cheering crowds below.

‘ LABOR NEWS. 


The Trades Union Congress at New Castile- 
on- Tyne. 


Lowpor, Sept. 8.—The Trades Union Con- 
gress at Newcastle, whith opened yesterday, 
promises to have an importantinfiuence on 
the future courseof Emglish politics. The 
large number of labor candidates for Parlia- 
ment who are in training for the next general 
election has already caused serious anxiety 
to the Liberal leaders, who Go not favor this 
sort ot representation, and think that the 
workingmen ought to be satisfied to accept 
reforms at the hands of the Liberal party. 
Mr. Gladstone himself is said to feel that 
way, and while he does not oppose, he gives 
noactive personal ment to labor 
candidates. Among the trades unions there 
isastrong feeling that workingmen should 
be directly represented in the Par ut, in 
order to secure desired changes in the laws, 
and that the Liberals ought to be willihg to 
receive the labor representatives with open 
arms. This subject be fully discussed in 
the congress. . 

Princess Beatrice, Duke, wife of Sir 
Charles Ditke; Mr. Thomas Potter, Radical 
reformer, member of Parliament for Roch- 
dale; the Rt. Hon. Bir John Gorst, member 
of Parliament for Chatham and Parliamen- 
tary Secretary of the india Office,and other 
members of Parliament were present at the 
opening ofthe congress yesterday. During 
the course of the segsion Ben!“ Tillett, the 
labor leader, will bring forward a resolution 
favoring the creation of a State Board of 
Arbitration with the view of preventing 
strikes and settling labor disputes between 
the workmen and their employers. 

In all directions a keen canvass for votes 
is being made on the question of an 
eight-hour work day and as to whether 
eight hours, if adopted as the limit of a day’s 
work, shall be made a legal day’s work and 
compulsory, or whether it shall be left to lo- 
cal trade option. The Miners’ Federation, it 
is supposed, favor a compulsory eight-hour 
law, andthe National Miners’ Union is un- 
derstood to be opposed to it. 

The Committee of Arrangements had a 
serious dispute and some warm exchange of 
views over the toasts which are to be pro- 
posed at the banquet, which will celebrate 
the closing of the Trades Union Congress. 
Some of the most loyal of the labor delegates 
on the committee mentioned proposed that 
the time-honored toast. ‘‘The Queen and 
the Royal Family,’’ should be drunk. To 
this proposition there was consider 
able opposition. Some ofthe committeemen 
were not in favor ot drinking to the royal 
family, though they raised no objection to 
the Queen. Matters waxed so interesting 
that fora time it looked as if both ‘‘the 
Queen and royalfamily’’ would be dropped 
from the toast list. Upon caimer reflection, 
however, the committee came to a com- 
promise understanding and agreed that‘ ‘The 
Queen and the Country should be the local 
toast. |

written by Lieut. Peary, the Arctic explorer, 
to his mother, dated McOormick Bay, Green- 
land, July 80, is published here to-day. After 
speaking ofthe country in general and his 
longing to be away to the northern terminus, 
he says: Everywhere that we have landed 
traces of natives, inthe shape of baited fox 
traps and seal and narwhal buried under 
piles of stone, have been found and there is 
every indication that we are ina region of 
abundance, 

**As to my party, Iam well pleased with it 
and feel very much confidence in the mem- 
bers. They dre all gentlemen as far as I can 
discover. Dr. Cook I have much confidence 
m. He is undoubtedly thoroughly posted in 
his profession and is patient, careful and 
unrumed toa degree. This I have had oppor- 
tunity to test since my aggravating mishap 
of three weeks ago.’’ 

He speaks of his broken ankle and says:

WHERE PEARY IS. 


THE EXPLORER GIVES HIS IMPRESSION OF THE 
NORTH LAND. 
S pecial Correspondence of the Post-D1sraTcu. 

New Ton, Sept. 6.—4 letter from Lieut. 
Peary, the first received from the daring ex- 
plorer, is published this morning. Speaking 
of the region where the party landed from 
the Kite he says: 

Our latitude is @ deg. greater than that 
of the Jeannette when crushed. For eight 
years no ship has wakened the echoes of 
these cliffs with her whistle; in fact, no ship 
ever penetrated as far into the sound as this. 
Baffin anchored somewhere within the sound 
on July 4, 1616, and Hayes, while on his home 
voyage in 1861, leaving his schooner outside, 
came in a boat and tooka round of angles 
and named prominent points and indenta- 
tions. Itis with feelings of eagerness and 
impatience that the eyes of the North Green - 
land expedition scan the wild shore and the 
surroundings of what isto be our home for 
the next year. 

At Godhavn just such a perfect smiled 
on us as greeted me five years ago; the great 
red brown cliffs across the harbor seemed like 
old friends, icebergs glistened in the brilliant 
sunlight, and snowbun hopped and 
twittered over the rocks. place itself, 
it is hardly necessary to say, had not 
changed. No building boom has reached 
here yet, and the real estate market is as flat 
as ever. Inspector Andersen’s family is a 
little larger than it was five years ago and 
Gov.Jansen’sditto, but the inspector and Mrs. 
Andersen are the same genial, hospitable, 
homelike couple as ever. Frederick, my 
former guide and interpreter, was as ugly as 
to his face and broken as to his English as 
ever,and Broberg, the pilot, had not changed 
a hair; Ikkias and fat Jacobof my old crew 
were still as ever, but the Delles of the town 
were married, and Hans Hendrick the 
Eskimo, who has accompanied so many ex- 
peditions, has deen dead for three years. 
After the formality of a call on Inspector An- 
dersen, accompanied by Prof. Heuprin, Dr. 
Sharp and Mrs. Peary, the freedom of the 
piace was giventothe expedition and the 
members immediately started out fora field 
day. 

A GRAND PICTURE. 

‘*Glowing with our experience, we felt no 
need of the extra wraps we had brought 
along, but used them for cushions, and seat- 
ing ourselves enjoyed the scene around and 
below us—scenery that can be duplicated no- 
where but in Greenland. Almost at our feet, 
formed dy the walls of the gorge through 
which we had ascended, lay the town and 
harbor of Godhavn (the houses mere specks), 
and the Kite and Danish brig in the 
harbor—toy boats. Beyona the town 
the soft blue of Disco Bay 
rose, dotted with icebergs, far distant misty 
Egedesminde and the Crown Prince Islands. 
To our right over the ice cap the diue of Baf- 
fin’s Bay climbed upward till lost in the 
golden splendor beneath the western sun.

The Rus- 
sian fieet consequently finds itself compelled 
to defeat the Finnish ports and is directed 
with a viewto that object. The Russian 
ships will be distributed among the islands of 
the Fintish Archipelago. 

FRENCH ARMIES IN LINE. „ 

While Russia is carrying out these military 
ideas, France is conducting the grandest 
field maneuver ever witnessed in time of 
peace. As stated when the operations began 
about Bar-Sur-Aube, the crowning event o- 
curs to-morrow around Vendeuvre, thirteen 
miles away from Aube. It is a contest for 
mastery between army corps, numbering in 


all over 100,000 men, and will be fought, in all 


save shot and shell, as battles are fought in 
real war. The commanders of these forces 
are Gen. de Galliffet and Gen. Davout. 

Gen. de Galliffet is the most brillant cav- 
alry General inthe French service. He is of 
aristocratic birth, bears the title of Marquis 
and is 61 years old. He enlisted asa private 
atonly 18 years of age and worked his way 
upward by hard fighting in the Crimea, Italy, 
Mexico, Africa and during the Franco-Prus- 
sian War. At the Dattle of Sedan Gen. de 
Gallifet led the famous cavalry charge of 
Sept. 2. Later on he took a prominent part 
in the operations against the Commune. 

Gen. de Galliffet’s great dream isto have 
his statue placed in the future in the pubifc 
square of Strasburg, the capital of Alsace- 
Lorraine. In other words, he would like to 
lead a victorious army against Germany and 
reconquer the two provinces wrested from 
France by the war of 1870-71.

The United States Will Not Press the 
Etata Case. 


FULL INSTRUCTIONS SENT TO MINISTER 
EGAN.

Formal Recognition of the New Govern- 
ment Will Be Given Soon-—No Definite 
Tidings of the Fugitive Dictator—He 
May Be Hiding in Santiago—His Fate if 
Captured. 


WasuIneTon, D. C., Sept. 8.—The Chilian 
situation is gradually assuming a stabie char- 
acter, and less interest is manifested in it in 
official circles since it is taken for granted 
that the new Government with Gen. Montt 
at its head is fully installed in the confidence 
ofthe people, and all that ts lacking to an 
official recognition by the various powers is 
the perfection of the details of Government. 

Minister Egan has fall instructions on that 
point, and when he indicates to the United 
States thatthe time is ripe for such action 
the State Department will formally recog- 
nige the accredited representatives. of the 
Montt Government at Washington, and the 
cordial relations which have always existed 
between the United States and Chili will be 
again resumed. 

As an evidence ofthis itis said that the 
United States will not press the case of the 
Etata, the insurgent vessel which was u 
beled at San Diego, Cal,, for furnishing arms 
to the insurgent man- of- war Esmeralda. 
Mr. Trumbull, prommenthy identified with 
the insurgent side in the Ohillan contest, was, 
it will be recalled, the super-cargo of the 
Etata and wasindicted bythe Grand Jury 
at San Diego. He is now in Washington. It 
is alleged in official circles that to continue 
the prosecutions under the changed condi- 
tions of affairs would do to exhibit a feeling 
of unfriendliness tothe Montt Government. 
Attorney-General Miller refuses to say what 
action the United States Government will 
take on the Etata matter, or to discuss the 
changed conditions,

OUR POLITICAL QUARANTINE 

" Canada’s census shows her people that 
they number 4,829,344 in 1891, or only 504,- 

90884 more than in 1881, although 866,171 im- 
ge. | migrante from the Old World have beet 
received in those ten years, and, but for 
n te the United 
States, her population should have in- 
creased to 6,604,944 in 1891. The différétice 
between the actual census returns and 
what they should have been shows that in 
the ten years referred to 1,775,600 Cana- 
dians have migrated to the United States. 

A Canadian statesman cofimentting off 
these figures assefts that one-third af ali 
the men and 6fé-fifth of all the women 
born in Canada in the last fifty years have 
become citizens of the United States. He 
contends that Canada's protective tariff 
| policy has driven this large percentage of 
| her native sons to seek in the United States 
the benefits of the broad area of free trade 
of Which our own unwise tariff policy ¢an- 
not deprive the 65,000,000 residents of the 
Union. 

Unquestionably the smaller a country’s 
population and the narrower its range of 
industry and production, the more it suf- 
fers from a Chinese wall policy, and the 
same policy as to foreign trade that causes 
stagnation in Canada may be compara- 
tively harmless in the United States, where 
our Constitution secures us the antidote of 
unrestricted trade among forty-four States 
stretching from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
and including every variety of soil, pro- 
duction and industry. 

But a better explanation of thie migra- 
tion of Canadians to the United States was 
offered by the Post-D1sPATCH some months 
ago. Itisfound in the well ascertained 
fact that Queen VicToORIA’s American do- 
main serves us asa political quarantine 
ground in which European subjects satu- 
rated with monarchic sentiments are de- 
tained until they are disinfected by the 
anti-mondarchic atmosphere of this cotiti- 
nent. Most of them are too old to be 
renovated politically, but the atmosphere 
gets its work in on their descendants to 
such an extent that one-third of them 
emigrate to the United States and one-half 
of the rest stay at home only beeaute they 
hope to see their country afinexed to the 
United States soon.

A 
new dicker was now being made and it might 
go through, but cértaifily not 80 soon as 
was stated in the dispatch, not before De- 
cember at least. The Central people wouid 
go into it if the deal was consummated, as

THE sCHENE. 

The intention was to capitalize the new

SOLDIERS SHOT DOWN BY EXECUTIVE 
MANDATE. 


A Rule of Force in the Northern States 
of Mexico—No Pretense of Trial for 


Telegrams were received several days ago 
fromthe City of Mexico stating that there 
was great likelihood of a revolt against Pres- 
ident Diaz, those opposing him having been 
encouraged by the success of the Chilian 
revolution. In addition to bribery by Amer- 
lean corporations, the Mexican President 
was accused of oppression of all kinds, 
among other charges made being that be 
had caused the execution of many journal- 
ists without process of law for opposing his 
Government. 

A MEXICAN OW DIAZ. 

This morning Alvorado Pacheco of Monte- 
rey, Mexico, arrived in the city and regis- 
tered at the Lindell. Senor Pacheco in speak- 
ing of the threatened revolt against Diaz 
said: ‘‘While the President eS 
many quartershe is undou in 
others. Many of the leading’ men 2 the 
Northern States are against him, not 80 
much because they are opposed to his gen- 


eral policy as because they do not care 
to subject themselves to a la- 

dictatorship. I use the term 
lawless dictatorship advisedly, and 


with a full knowledge that under the rule of 
Diaz the law has been stronger than ever be- 
fore. But he regards himself as superior to 
the law, and instigates acts that in almost 
any other country on earth would send him 
to the gallows. It is true that he considers 
his pecullar line of conduct as beneficial to 
the republic, and it is a sad commentary on 
the state of affairs prevailing that many in- 
telligent men agree with him. 
SECRET EXECUTIONS." 

gut no one familiar with the situation can 
deny that Diaz has caused a great many 
executions by executive mandate, as he 
calls them, assassinations as they would be 
termed in any other country, More freedom 
of speech and movement is allowed among 
the people than the Mexicans are accustomed 
to, but every man who wears a shoulder 
strap literally takes his life in his hands 
when he accepts a commission. If an officer 
in any way opposes Diaz’ policy, or makes 
himself a center for the discontented element, 
he is very likely to die suddenly. The 
Mexican articles of war are severe 
enough, but they 
all the points that 
which Diaz certainly is, think they should. 
He, therefore, supplements them by assass!- 
nation, and no one ventures to call him to 
account. 

A STRIKING INSTANCE. 

An instance of this occurred several months 
ago near Monterey. A colonel of one of the 
regiments had made himself very popular 
among the clericals, was opposed to some of 
Diaz’ measures and had sent in his resigna- 
tion with the intention of entering the po- 
litical feld against him. A few days after- 
wards he chanced to be returning tothe city 
from a ride when he saw a 
band of rurales, as the irregulars are 
called, riding along the road toward him. 
Looking back he saw half a dozen soldiers 
behind him. At the head of the detachment 
was an old friend and brotherofficer. The 
Colonel recognized the situation at once. 1 
know what you have come for, he said, 
and that I must prepare to die. The of- 
ficer in command nodded. ‘‘Give mea few 
minutes to write a letter tomy wifeand to 
pray, he said. The request was granted. 
The Colonel tore a sheet out of his note- book, 
wrote a few lines upon it, Knelt down in the 
dusty road, said his prayers and arose. 
n. don’t blame you,’”’ he said, 
to his friend, I know that you are only 
obeying the President's orders. He faced 
the carbines, a volley was fired, he dropped 
in the road, a Sergeant rode up, fired a pistol 
ball into his head, and the party rode away, 
leaving the body inthe road. That evening 
a detachment of his own regiment carried off 
his body, it was secretly buried, and nothing 
was ever done about it. Hundreds of people 
in Monterey knew of the event, but 


not a newspaper dared mention it. 
Shortly afterwards A Colonel of a 
Zacateras State regiment, who was 


suspected of being opposed to Diaz, was taken 
from his bed inthe early morning and shot 
by a file of soldiers. Such cases could be 
multiplied indefinitely. 

MEXICAN SOLDIERY. 

The men ofthe Northern States are very 
strongly opposed to the manner in which the 
army stationed there is organized. The line 
is largely composed of convicts, who area 
menace to any community in which they live. 
Instead of being sentenced to prison many 
men are sentenced to serve in the army of the 
Rio Grande line. An amusing but signifi- 
cant sight I witnessed about a 
year ago near Laredo, A regiment 
went out to bathe. Half the men went into 
the river, the other half standing with loaded 
rifies to preventthem from crossing tothe 
American side and deserting. In fifteen or 
twenty minutes the bathers resumed their 
uniforms, took up their rifies and guarded 
their guards while they bathed: But the 
irregulars, Called rurales, are far worse than 
the line. These men are enlisted from the 
robbers and brigands who have proved 
themselves too strong for the Gov- 
ernment to handle. To keep them quiet 
they have been enlisted in the army, with 
some of the greatest blackguards in the 
country as officers. The license that they 
are allowed is abominable, but few venture 
to protest, as a complaint ofa civilian, espe- 
clally a countryman, against a soldier is 
likely to receive very little attention at head- 
quarters, and a man who makesa charge is 
marked forlife. Dias has the army behind 
him and the citizens of the Valley of Mexico, 
but among the Northern States his overthrow 
would be hailed with delight.
